SHOCKING BAREFACED DEEDS. 
PLUNDERING THROUGH FORGERY.

CHICAGO, Aug. Tribune 
today says: 

“A state of affairs more startling and 
shocking than had been hinten prev- 
iously in connection with the collapse 
vf the Milwaukee Avenue State Bank 
was revealed last night, when it be- 
came plain that through barefaced 
forgery, President Paul O. Stensland 
had plundered his own bank systemati- 
cally through a period of years. 

“The question arose whether Cashier 
Deny W. Herring profited to any large 
extent by this plundering. His friends 
say he did not, though acknowledging 
that he may have had knowledge of 
what Stensland was doing. At any 
rate, there has been discovered in 
President Stensland's own safety-de- 
posit box a series of memoranda detail- 
tng how the bank was looted. 

“The amount thus taken from the 
savings of 22,000 poor families, as set 
down in Stensland’s handwriting, is 
$1,003,000.

DUMMY NAMES, TOO. 

“The names forged are those of di- 
rectors and stockholders in the bank 
and of persons associated with Stens- 
land in other business ventures. Some 
dummy names are there, too. 

“If the entire amount of $1,003,000 is 
found on investigation to be composed 
wholly of forgeries, of course no part of 
it can be recovered. This discrepancy 
alone will mean the loss to each de- 
positor of his individual holdings. It 
is furthermore feared that Stensland 
may have taken with him in his flight

LEMONS IS SOLD. 


GROWERS COMPETING AGAINST 
ARTIFICIAL PRODUCT. . 
— ——6?446 — 
Demand for Sour Citrus Fruit Fall- 
ing Off in New York as Result of 


Consumers Buying a Liquid at 
Trade Quiet 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES} 

NEW YORK, July %.—Controlling 
influences in the orange trade during 
‘the past week have been of the sort 
which reduces rather than increases 
the demand for the citrus fruit. For- 
tunately, the supplies of oranges have 
been small, which, in a way, has helped 
the market, though the fact that a 
good many shipments were of Jiverted 
stock ietarded business. 

As is usual with diverted supplies 
of oranges, the quality’ was nthing to 
boast of, and buyers took advantage 
accordingly. The effect was to reduce 
prices upon the best qualities as well. 
Possible civersion saves fron: total de- 
struction fruit which might otherwise 
go to the dump, but when the inflwence 
of diversion in reducing prices on best 
quality fruit is considered, there may 
well be some question as to whether 
it would not be better to allow it to go 
to waste and then hold prices firmly on 
the best gad. Many think that the 
latter course would yield better profits 
in the end. 

The rrincipal demand for oranges 
now is limited to Valencia lates, and 
buyers have shown willingness to pay 
full prices for first-elass stock. Con- 
ditions are not favorable for the sale 
now of any otter variety in large 
quantities. Navels are erriving in bad 
shape, practically all being handled 
here coming from storage. Not all are 
in good conditior, but enough is re- 
ceived te keep up the supplies required 
by the 

LEWON MA?KET UNCHANGED. 

The jomo situation is practictaliy the 
same as a week ago. The market 
from store continues fairly active un- 
der the tnfluence of sultry weather. 
At the auctions the demand has been 
rather lighter than the temperature 
would seem to warrant and the market 
has Leen tending downward. The feei- 
ing seems to be that other varieties 
of fruits, particularly peaches, whica 
are arriving in great quantities and are 
of excellent quality, have somehow re- 
duced the demand for lemons among 
retaHers. Why that idea shou'd take 
hold of the trade this year is difficult 
to say, as deciduous fruits heretofore 
have seldom hac any influence upon the 
lemon trade. They frequently reduce 
the demand for oranges, but lemons 
supply a totai!y different demand. 

A feature of the lemon market is 
the Increasing proportion of the Ver- 
delli variety among the offerings. At 
one sale the past week aggregating 
14,500 cases, over 6000 cases were Ver- 
delli. Im some inetances Verdelli n 
higher at this seasofi of the year be- 
cause they are warder and will keep 
longer. Then, again, some buyers do 


not care for them and will not buy 

under any circumstances. The 
past week has shown the temper of 
the trade in this respect and buying 


, IMPORTS FALLING OFF. 

The last of June there were, afloat 
and in sight, about 225,000 boxes of 
lemons. Importers were receiving 
immense quantities almost every day 
and the outlook favored liberal re- 
ceipts for some time to come. But ap- 
parently that has ceased. According 
to the latest statistics, the quantity 
has been greatly reduced. The total 
afioat, bound for all ports, is scarcely 
60,000 boxes. For the season this is 
considered rather light. But even this 
doesn’t help the market much. There 
are few buyers who take any consid- 
erable quantity. Buying is of a hand- 
to-mouth character, which keeps sup- 
plies liberal in the hands of jobbers 
and prices down. The conditions which 
govern the market under such cir- 
cumstances are those which make for 
poor sales and which tend to send 
prices down, rather than up. 

Old timers in the Dusiness shake 
their heads and say that the lemon 
market, so far as imported fruit is 
concerned, is a thing of the past. Its 
glories and its profits are gone. There 
is no longer anything more than rou- 
tine demand and the buyer who ex- 
pects to make a Uberal profit on 
speculation will discover his mistake 
too late to rectify it, and will suffer 
heavy loss, as many have done, before 
they thoroughly understood the mod- 
earn tendency in lemon dealing. There

is a feeling in some quarters that the 


consumption of lemons is decreasing. 
The discrepancy between the quanti- 
ties which were formerly sold in New 
York and the quantity forwarded by 
California is too great to 
expuain tn any other way. 
Many dealers claim that artificial 
substitutes are being used to such an 
extent that there is less demand for 
lemons. This, coupled with the in- 
creased quantities coming from Cali- 
fornia, is what is shutting off the New 
Vork lemon importing trade. 
CRUSADE IS NEEDED. 


Assuming that the theory of free 
use of artificial lemon juice is correct 
it would seem wise to have an investi- 
gation of the subject. An active en- 
forcement of the pure-food laws might 
help some. This has been tried once 
with good results, but the matter was 
not followed up later on, and probably 
the abuses which were proved to exist 
were continued by others and have 
multiplied since. That is 
these things usually come out under 
the influence of some sporadic reform 
movement, which doesn’t amount to 
anything. It takes long, hard fighting 
to accomplish anything in this direc- 
tion. 

If, however, there ts any considera- 
ble substitution of artificial 
juice for the real article in New Yor 
it should be ferreted out and the of- 
fenders should be brought to justice. 
It is deleterious. That much le known 
whatever may be the ingredients of 
the artificial juice offered.

The German government has pub- 
lished a voluminous document on the 
development of the German maritime 
Interests in the last decade. Facts 
and figures are given at great extent 
to exhibit the enormous increase in 
the maritime and transmaritime in- 
terests of Germany during the last ten 
years, an increase whic is ‘repre- 
sented by the German admiralty as 


eminently satisfactory in itself, and yet 


— without its anxiety for the - 
ure. 
The document states that the com- 
parison instituted between 


Germany 
and foreign countries shows that Ger- 


many manifests in many directions an 
appreciable superiority over foreign 
countries, and that this advantage 


will, In certain directioms, be long 
maintained. On the other hand, there 


ts a growing competition with German 
trade in foreign countries and foreign 
markets, which must require from 


Germany the most 6nergetic efforts 


for the malntenance of its national 


welfare, since any relaxation of such

The Austro-Hungarian customs dif-

1899 it was provided that Hungary 
Rall resume her right to act as a sepa- 
rate customs territory in case a new 
economic compact be not coneluded 
by the end of 1902, and that in default 
of such new compact no commercial 
treaty shall be concluded by Austria- 
Hungary as a common customs terri- 
tory beyond the end of 1907, the eco- 


nomic relations between Austria and 


Hungary being meanwhile governed 
by the principle of reciprocity. A new 
compact was, however, concluded by 
the end of 1902, but was not ratified, 
nor even discussed, by either Parlia- 


ment, although the Austrian Chamber 
adopted the tariff comprised in the 


compact, and although the new Aus- 


tro-Hungarian commercial treaties 


were negotiated on the basis of that 
tariff and concluded for a period ex- 
tending to the end of 1917.

E CORNER-STONE OF BANKS. 

The disgraceful faflure of the 
Milwaukee Avenue Bank in Chicago 
once again calls attention to the fact 
that no laws can be made which will 
safeguard the people’s money against 
the corrupt banker. We might just as 
well assume that the State bank com- 
missioners of Illinois have done their 
duty as thoroughly as they could. It 
is very probable that they have done 
so. But no skill in accounting can be- 
gin to cope with the wiles of a dis- 
honest banker. 

Again it comes to the surface that 
Stensland has looted this Chicago bank 
mainly through money loaned to him- 
self through the indirection of notes 


Now a law could be passed whose aim 
would be to guard against the repeti- 
tion of this offense. Bankers might 
be required to keep an alphabetical 
list of their debtors whose notes are 
held at the bank as security for money 
loaned, with an exact statement as to 
tae occupation, residence and other de- 
tails such as would enable the bank 
commissioner to ascertain exactly the 
responsibility of the borrower. By 
taking such an alphabetical list and 
demanding the presence of debtors to 
the bank taken at random out of the 
list, some little obstacle might be put 
in the way of the president of the 
bank loaning himself money by such 
indirection. But that would be like 
throwing a ton rock in the way of the 
Colorado flood running into the sink of 
the Colorado desert. It would simply 
turn the current a bit just at the point 
where the rock was dropped, but the 
stream would flow on practically just 
the same. The banker would soon in- 
vent another indirection. And how- 
ever you look at the situation, it comes 
directly back to the same conclusion. 
There is no guarantee for the safety of 
money in a bank but the honesty of 
its officials. 

Of course in the cases of Stensland, 
the president of this Chicago bank, 
and of Herring, the cashier, their con- 
duct should have been sufficient warn- 
ing to the public generally that the 
bank was unsafe.

German Maritime Progres-. 

The German government has pub- 
lished a voluminous document on the 
development of the German maritime 
interests in the last decade. Facts 
and figures are given at great extent 
to exhibit the enormous increase 
the maritime and transmaritime in- 
terests of Germany during the last ten 
years, an increase whic is repre- 


sented by the German admiralty as 


eminently satisfactory in itself, and 
not without its anxiety for the 
ture. 


The document states that the com- 
parison instituted between Germany 
and foreign countries shows that Ger- 
many manifests in many directions an 
appreciable superiority over foreign 
countries, and that this advantage 
will, in certain directions, be long 
maintained. On the other hand, there 
ts a growing competition with German 
trade in foreign countries and foreign 
markets, which must require from 
Germany the most 6nergetic efforts 
for the maintenance of tts national 
welfare, since any relaxation of such 
effort must involve the country in the 
danger of falling behind and of be- 
ing dis) from the position of van- 
tage whi it has 80 ly ac- 
quired. Since the foundation of the 
empire, its population has Increased 
by nearly 20,000,000—from a little less 
than 41,000,000 to a little over 60,000,000. 
Its rate of increase is now greater 
than that of any of the larger Euro- 
pean states, over 800,000 annu- 
ally, and su only 1 rate of 
increase of the popula of the 
United States. 

Austro-Hungarian Tangle. 

The Austro-Hungarian customs dif- 
ficulty is still giving rise to much un- 
easiness. Under the Hungarian law of 
1899 it was provided that Hungary 
Han resume her right to act as a sepa- 
rate customs territory in case a new 
economic compact be not concluded 
by the end of 1902, and that in default 
of such new compact no commercial 
treaty shall be concluded by Austria- 
Hungary aS a common customs terri- 
tory beyond the end of 1907. the eco- 
nomic relations between Austria and 
Hungary being meanwhile governed 
by the principle of reciprocity. A new 
compact was, however, concluded by 
the end of 1902, but was not ratified, 
nor even discussed, by either Parlia- 
ment, although the Austrian Chamber 
adopted the tariff comprised in the 
compact, and although the new Aus- 
tro-Hungarian commercial treaties 
were negotiated on the basis of that 
tariff and concluded for a period ex- 
tending to the end of 1917. 

Both Austria and Hungary say they 
will not ratify the Szell-Korber com- 
pact, In which case separate tariff 
action may be taken in 1907, although 
in the next eighteen months a satis- 
factory agreement may be reached. 
Austria holds fast to the proposed 
population, ratio of 57 to 42 per cent. 
of ‘contribution to common expendi- 
ture, while Hungary declines to go be- 
yond the present quota of 65 per cent. 
for Austria to d per cent. for Hun- 
gary. The Austrian Minister has 
withdrawn the Saell-Korber compact, 
whi complicates the matter some- 
what. 

Japan's Loss. 

In the death of Feld Marshal Vis- 
count Kodama, Japan loses, not only 
the supreme head of her splendid 
army, but, perhaps, the greatest, al- 
though not the most widely celebrated, 
general she has produced in the last 
1000 years of her military history. 

While the fact is not generally 
known outside of Japan, those who 
knew the inner workings of Japan's 
stupendous war machine, which swept 
the Russian armies from Manchuria, 
have been aware from the rot that 
Field Marshal Kodama was the man 
above all others who made possible 
the unbroken series of Japanese victo- 
ries over Russia. *

In the Portland Telegram of recent 
Gate appeared the report of a talk 
by J. H. Brown of Portland, on the 
“public spirit of Los Angeles.“ Mr. 


cent visitor to Los 
greatly impressed by the magnitude of 
improvement work in progress here, 
and by the civic pride manifested by 
the . Explaining to the Tele- 
m the inception and progress of the 
eons River project, Mr. Brown said: 

“When it became apparent that 
the city would need a larger water 
supply, the water commissioners, com- 
prising some of the best men of the 
city, quietly proceeded to pave the 
way in a most exemplary manner. Be- 
fore they had been authorized to do 
66. and even before they had received 
the positive sanction of the city as a 
whole, they began buying land in 
Owens Valley. When enough options 
were secured to safeguard the plan, 
Senator Fiint and House col- 
leagues for Southerm California were 
called in and made to promise that 
they would secure from the Interior 
Department such franchises as would 
be necessary, owing to the water be- 
Ing brought from forest reserve land. 
In making the preliminary purchases, 
the water commissioners used the 
eurplus then In their „ taking 
the chance that they would be able 
to win the indorsement of the Council 
and city at large. 

“Then the commissioners went before 
the people. and in the vote to bond 
were sustained in their plan at the rate 
of 15 to 1. It was only then that the 
public became aware of the fact that 
the necessary land to proceed had Al- 
ready been purchased and was avail- 
bie to the city for the very lowest

power. This energy is to be conducted 
to the city, and firet used for an elab- 
orate lighting system. Surplus will be 
solid to consumers at a low figyre, m- 


suring for the city, the cheapest and 
best energy known, to encourage man- 
ufactu and beautify the city. An 
exam of the cost that wil! probably 
prevail is found in the negotiations 
with H. K. Huntington. Mr. Hunting- 
ton stated that he was now paying 
$40 a year per horse power, and the 
Wafer Commissioners assured him that 
they would be able to furnish him 
power at $20. This is taken as exem- 
plary of what will be possible in other 
lines. 

“When the commissioners entered 
the power field they met their first 
serious obstacle. There are at present 
three power companies in the city, 
one devoting its time to lighting, the 
other to power requirements, 
and the third to furnishing the street 
car system with energy. The Water 
Commissioners learned that the in- 
fluefce of the power companies was 
being used against negotiation of the 
bonds, after this purpose of the city 
became apparent. To overcome this, 
several financiers bought the bonds 
outright, so as to remove all suspicion 
in the minds of eastern buyers, and 
then they placed the bonds with the 
eastern concerns at their leisure. An 
effort is still being made to discredit 
the carning capacity of the system, 
and to overcome this the three ex- 
pert engincers are being brought, who 
will be paid $7000 each. When they 
have reported, the commissioners fee! 
that the eastern buyers will have the 
very best evidence that can be given be- 
fore operation of the productiveness of 
the big system. The commissioners est 
mate that they will receive enou 
from the power alone to pay interest 
on the bonds and provide for the sink- 
ing fund. 

“The influence of the power com- 
panies was also felt when the details 
of getting full privileges from the In- 
terior Department was taken up. The 
department first held that the Water 
Commissioners should not take to ex- 
ceed 10,000 inches of water from Owens 
River, whereas they wanted 30.009. The 
City Attorney went to Washington, 
placed the matter before the President, 
who called Secretary Hitechcobk up. 
and in his presence dictated a letter. 
stating that in view of the fact that 
the city had undertaken a work of 
magnitude, and had already purchased 
nearly all of the Owens Valley hold-

“In the man of 


ufacture the system 
between 2,000,000 and 3,000,000 barrels 


of cement will be needed. Cement 
is being held at $3.40 to $3.50 in that 
region, where it is believed that a 
trust has been formed to keep prices 
abnormally high. The Water Com- 
nrissioners determifted to make their 
own cement, as the government had 
done for the big Salt River reclamation 
project. Accordingly, a large quan- 
tity of good shale ground was secured 
from the government reserve, where 
the proportions of lime and silica are 
proper for Portland cement, and ar- 
rangement are being made tor putting 
in a big mill. When the cement re- 
quired for the water system is de- 
livered, the commissioners hope to oper- 
ate the plant for the public at large, 
bringing the price of cement down to 
$1.10 or $1.30 a barrel. All of the 
power required for the work will be 
had by the Water Commissioners from 
their own system.’ 

Mr. Brown also spoke in praise of the 
general appearance of the streets of 
Los Angeles, and declared Broadway 
and Spring streets “the two dest 
lighted streets in America.” The 
Telegram gave a minent place te 
the report of Mr. Brown's talk under 
headlines highly complimentary to Los 
Angeles and the public spirit, which 
imsur@s the best efforts of citizens 
when the welfare of the community is 
to be promoted.

India, that crowd men and women 
from the road. They persisted in en- 
tering gardens, day and night, de- 
stroying the plants, and finally to lo- 
cate them the dwellers on the island 
had bells fastened to them. One buck 
made his home near the town of Ca- 
brillo, and walked about the place 
and over the hills with the freedom 
of a dog. When a boat landed off the 
pier the buck ran down to greet the 
neweomers and share thelr lunch, and 
became a welcome guest at bar 

and lobster and clambakes. 

Nearly all animal life is protected at 
this island. I have counted half a 
hundred bald eagles in an eleven-mile 
run, have seen them take a large fish 
from the water within easy gunshot, 
and they build their nests on pinna- 
cles that are not difficult of approach. 
The sea birds are equally tame. Gulls 
gather in flocks a few feet from those 
who feed them, in the winter flocks of 
cormorants «wim into the bays and 
are so tame that they merely divide 
when a boat passes, and fishermen 
loften find that the cormorants take 
off bait almost as fast as hey can put 
it on. Gulls dash at bait, and I have 
seen a long-winged bird resembiing 
the petrel follow my Mne under water 
at a cast, using its wings to fly along, 
and take the bait, and at times scores 
of sea birds are seen inshore feeding 
uben small shrimps, paying no atten- 
tlon to observers photographing them. 

The most remarkable illustration of 
tameness to be seen here is that of the 
den lions. For ages the animals have 
held ion of a mass of rock on 
the shore of the islands. A few years 
ago many were kilied by vandals, but 
laws were passed, and for a number 
of years the sea lions have been pro- 
tected, and the rookery has increased 
in size until a eplit has recentiy oc- 
curred and another settiement has 
been established half way up the tel- 
and. 

It has been the custom for years for 
fishermen, in cleaning their , to 
tous the refuse into the bay, and the 
lions formed the habit of coming 
down to the bay at, this time to dine 
‘thereon. At first only one or two 
came; now a band of two large bulls 
and several females make their bead- 
/quarters at the bay. or spend most of 
ithe time there, constituting a valuable 
sanitary corps, as they eat every frag- 
ment of fish, the gulls joining in the 
feast. When not feeding, the sea lions 
pase the time lying within a few feet 
of the beach, sleeping or playing, the 
females and young leaping from the 
water and going through various 
tricks of interest to the looker-on. 

But a few feet away from the sea 
lions are the boat stands of the fisher- 
men and boeatmen, and boats are mov- 
ing out and over the sea lions con- 
stantliy; yet they are apparently ob- 
lividus to the men, who never molest 
them. This has had a peculiar result. 
The enormous animals have become 
so tame that they almost allow the 
men to touch them, and readily 
out upon the shore to feed from — 
hands. It so happened that I was 
upon the sands when no ses lions 
were In sight. and upon asking a boat- 
man where they were, he began to 
‘whistle. as though calling for a dog. 
ahd to call “Here, Ben,” repeating the 
‘call several times, whereupon out 
‘from among the anchored boats ap- 
| peared, not only Ben, but two large 
bull sea lions, which must have 
| weighed half a ton, followed by two

GYPSY MOTH SPREADING. 


It Is Now Hoped to Wipe Out Deadly 
* Fruit Pest by Use of a Newly- 
Found Parasite. 


2 Sypsy moth has now, according 
“The Yearbook of the Department 
or Agriculture,” extended its opera- 
tions until they cover almost the entire 
eastern coast of Massachusetts, reach- 
ing as far west as Worcester, as far 
north as Hampton and Portsmouth, N. 
1 and south to Providence, R. I. The 
moth was introduced into this country 
in 1868 by a Harvard professor, who 
was experimenting with the cross- 
breeding of, wild silkworms, and an egg 
cluster died out of his window at Mal- 
den. Twenty years later the caterpil- 
lars had ome such a great nuisance 
in Malden that the State undertook An 
investigation in the hope of extermi- 
nating the species, and it was found to 
have spread until it occupied a terri- 
ee” * about 100 square miles. 

Mg the next ten years. by con- 
stantly increasing appropriations and
